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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Birnbaum reference 
does not teach all the claim limitations. In particular. Applicant argues that the Birnbaum reference does not teach "change that related to 
a web page". However, this limitation Is clearly disclosed in paragraph 0064 - 0065, where the information including a web page is entered 
by the user (paragraph 0056). 

Further Applicant argues that the information is received from a mini application and not a web browser. However, the Examiner uses a 
second reference for this limitation, so the claim is rejected based on the combination between two references, and not relied on single 
reference. 

Applicant argues that the Birnbaum does not disclose at least one table in the database containing information about a web page. 

However, this information is found in second reference (Smith, coL 1 1 , lines 50 - 63). 

Therefore, the combination of Birnbaum and Smith are still can be applied to the instant application. 
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
